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BIG SUPPLY BILLS TIED UP 


Senate Filibuster May Force 
Them Over to Next Session. 


ONLY TWO REAOH TAFT. 


Each House Refuses to Accept Several 
Conference Reports. 


Washington, D. C., March 1—A filibueter 
that developed in the senate today against 
the conference reports on the rivers and 
harbors bill and the public buildings bill 
threatened late tonight to have disastrous 
results upon the completion of the appropria- 
tion legislation of this seasion of congress. 

By a vote of 37 to 26 the senate refused to re 
enter upon the coneideration of the confer- 
ence report on the rivers and harbors ap- 
propriation bill. 

With the adjournment only about sixty 
hours away, congress tonight had thirteen 
of its fifteen big supply bills unfinished and 
the proceedings in the senate were such as 
to indicate that several of the measures might 
fail of passage before March4. The measures 
resting in precarious condition involved total 
appropriations of over $1,000,000,000, 


Two Bills Reach President. 

The only ures that had reached the 
president were the fortifications appropri- 
ation bill invobying about $4,000,000, and the 
diplomatic and consular biH, carrying some- 
thing over $3,000,000. 

The naval, agricultural, pension, Indjan, 
legislative, postoffice, and sundry civil ap- 
propriation bille were held back. 

The postoffice appropriation bill wae sent to 
conference by the house after a motion of 
Representative Murdock of Kansas to dis- 
agree to the senate amendment increasing 
the pay of the railroads for carrying the mail 
by about $9,000,000 had been voted dowm 


Oppose Indian Appropriation. 

The senate amendment to the Indian appro- 
priation bill to pay a claim of the Pottawat- 
tamie Indians amounting to about $500,000 
has tied up that bill {h conférence. 

Carrying a total of $28,046,624, an increase 
of $3,824,514 over the house total, the general 
deficiency bill was passed by the senate. 

Both senate and house adopted the confer- 
ence report on the army appropriation bill, 
carrying $94,000,000, and the pension appro- 
priation bill, carrying $180,000,000. 

The senate disagreed to the conference re- 
port on the postoffice appropriation bill and 
the house disagreed on the conference report 

on the naval appropriatian bill.

Iliinois can always be relied on to Go some- 
thing novel whenit comes to choosing United 
States senators; It produced the most 
famous contest pn record when Abraham 
lincoln used Stephen A. Douglas for a 
forensic mop rag during e series of debates 
in 18568 and received a popular majority, 
that it hadn't been judi- 
clously distributed so as to carry a majority 
of legislators. | 

The deadlock between Palmer and Oglesby, 
in which three Prohibitionists sat on the key 
for many weeks,|was another historic affair. 
The Lorimer purthase wese clinching argu- 
ment which Illinois contributed in the pop- 
ular election campaign. And now comes the 
peeudo, quasi, hypothetical, or experimental 
election, whichever you will, of James Ham- 
iton Lewis, in which the state legislature 
abandoned the dpadlock system and adopted 
the locked In plan. If this eledtion prevails, 
Iilinocis’ final centribution toe the sum of 
human ignorance on the problem of electing 
senators will be {ts most colossal gift. 

—. 

Whether or not it will preva!l probably wil! 
G@epend on one of two things—the yearning 
of Mr. Lewis for a senate seat and the 
yéarning of the senate’for more Democrats. 
If Mr. Lewis is mnable to master his raging 
desire he will demand his certificate of elec- 
tion and the state authorities are likely to 
dump the matter on to the United States 
senate for decision. Then if the said senate, 
being now Demofratic by a hair's breadth, is 
unable to resist temptation, it will decorate 
itself with Mr.|Lewis’ profoundly artistic 
form and tél] the federal statute of 1866 to 
go chase iteelf. 

As a matter of fact this statute is about 
the only obstacle in the path of triumphant 
Democracy just now. It is an undersized 
and obscure law which provides. that the 
person who redeives a majority of all the 
votes of the joint assembly, a majority of 
all members elected to both houses being 
present and voting, shall be declared elected. 

On Thursday Col. Lewis received sixty-six 
votes on the serond ballot of that day, out 
of a total of seventy-one present and voting.

It it were not for this statute a senator could 
be elected whenever a quorum could be 
counted and locked in, held in, or knocked 
down and stacked up before the speaker's 
desk. 

Thus the election of a senator would virtu- 
ally be given over to late trains, la grippe epi- 
demics, and the miscellaneous and not over- 
particular fetes which pursue men and keep 
them away from an assembly. Under this 
plan the 1:30 train to Chicago becomes the. 
greatest political influence in the state.

SRES ART AWAKENING IN U. §.. 


John W. Alexander of N ew York 
Talks at University Club: 


CHICAGO INFLUENCE FELT. 


Praise Given Wark of the Friends of 
Amertean Art. 


John W. Alexander of New York, the por- 


trait painter, delivered an address yesterday 
afternoon in the University club, discussing 
the outlook for art. He said there was todsy 
in America an awakening of interest in art 
that exceeded the popular interest in this 
subject even in France and Germany. 

He spoke of the Chicago So:iety of Friends 
of American Art as one of the prime factors 
in encouraging artiste in America, and he 
said this society was having an influence,on 
ether communities—mentioning, for examp!¢, 
Dayton, O., where in a smaller way a similar 
movement has been undertaken. 


Good Art Made Accessible. 

Mr. Alexander said the processes of repro- 
duction of ‘masterpleces had been developed 
to such an extent as to make gocd art unl- 
versally accessible. He outlined the work of 
the McDowell club of New York. and talked 
of the tritveling art céflectiéme which are tind- 
ing thelr way inth-Temote commun’. ies in 
the United States | 

The Art. institute of Chicage was referred 
to ‘as af institution invaluable in providing 
chane@é for development of artists and for 
the uplifting of popular taste. 

Mr. Alexander mentioned the almost unt 
versal instinct among children for draw- 
ing and urged that more attention: be given 
in the schools toward training this aptitude. 


Sees Help to Better Housing. 

The speaker said he believed the develop- 
ment of the sense of beduty among the peo- 
pie will have no emall vaiue in bringing 
about better housing and better standards of 
living. 

One reason the tenement house is endured, 
he said; le. because the tenant's discontent 
with his surroundings is hot so much aroused 
as would he certain if the notion of beauty 
were more thoroughly instilled.

George E. Hooker Tells City 
Club Harrison Is Indulging 
in “Labor Politics.” 


SCORES EXPERT BUCKLEY. 


Says Council Has. Failed to En- 
foree Through Routes as 
Laws Require. 


“ What is the matter with cur itransporta- 
tion and what shall we do about it?” 

Following up his lectures of Thursday and 
Friday, George E. Hooker, civic secretary of 
the City club,. yesterday delivered the last 
of a series of lectures relative to the traction 
question. 

Mr. Hooker again rapped the Chicago pian 
commission and criticised Mayor Harrison 
for present inadequate transportation facili- 
ties in Chicago. 

Emphasizing his previous argument—that 
the railroad situation must be changed—Mr. 
Hooker said:, 

“ The rafiroad occupation in ‘the central 
district—eay the district bounded on the north 
by Chicago avenue, on the west by Halsted 
street, on the south by Twenty*second street, 
and on the east by Michigan avenue—a dis- 
trict comyprising an area of three and six- 
tenths square miles, has butchered the street 
plan of that district. 


Shortage of Streets. 
“There are only two east 
through streets between 


and weet 
Harrison ané 


, Eighteenth streets, a distance of one and 


one-half miles. For the whole district there 
are fourteen east and west streets, where 
there should normally be thirty-six; and 
“there are five, or the equivalent of five. 
north and south through streets where there 
should be fourteen. 

“The district has nineteen streets where 
it should normally have fifty. The widen- 
in€ of Twelfth street and the widening and 
elevation over the river of Michigan avenue 
northward will in no wise meet the defi- 
clencies of this situation. “These must be 
met by a radical reorganization of the rail- 
Foad lines. 

, ” The through routes demanded in the trac- 

tion ordinances of 1907 have not been’ put 
into operation, and the downtown district Is 
still obstructed by the turming of long cars 
around corners, by the lines of care waiting 
im the streets to be switcRed back. by the 
Waste car mileage, and by the half empty 
‘and thus inefficient condition of the cars in 
that district.

This Was the first veto of a bill by President 
Taft to be repudiated by congress. 


Result of Long Contest. 

The enactment of the legislation crowns 
more than a decade of offort by temperance 
organizations to stamp out the shipment of 
liquer to “blind tigers'' in prohibition com- 
munities. The opposition to the measure by 
the liquor interests is such, however, that the 
first steps to enforce the law will start it 
on.ite road to a tem of its consetitutionality 
by the Supreme court. 

In both the house and the senate the bill 
received more affirmative votes in passing 
over the veto than on original consideration. 
The bill passed the house previously by a 
vote of 240 to @. On the vote today the bill 
received sixteen more than the requisite two- 
thirds in ite faver. In the senate the bill 
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parsed originally by a vote of 61 to 
over the veto by 68 to 21.

Apostasy of English Benedict- 
ines Arouses Interest in London 


COMMUNITY GOES TO. ROME. | 


Its Members Formerly Scholars, 
Clergy, and Men About Town. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 1.—The apostasy of the 
English Benedictine community. known as 
the monks of Caldy island. has aroused con- 
siderable interest in religious circles. 

The community. which owed its inception 
largely to the financial support of Ameri- 
cans, consists of thirty monks, who before 
they left the world were scholars, floor- 
waikers, clergy, or men 
about town. 

The whole abbey, which was the only house 
of contemplation in the church of England, 
passed over to the Roman. church. with the 
exception of two priests and a solemnly pro- 
fessed brother. 


Founded by Hospital Student. 

The community was founded as it now is 
in 1906 by Aeired Carlyle, a hoepital siudent, 
who, with the consent of the archbishop of 
Canterbury, became abbot. Since the ar- 
rival of Dom Aelred and the monks, Caldy 
island has grown wealthier day by day. 

The monks carry on various crafts, such as 
vestment making and metal work: :hey also 
quarry marble and limestone, which is sent 
to Devon in little sailing boats, and they are 
now learning to make stained glass. The 
monks have thus become self-supporting, 
save for the cost of their cloisters and tow- 
ers. which are being built by 200 masons 
from the mainiand.

There were great 
stfelves filled with clothing and organs, talk- 
ing machines, and pianos by dozens. There 
were also kitchen and cooking utensils. 


Loan Half a Million a Month. 

The emallest sum loaned on any article ts 
6 cents of our money, and the loans run from 
that to $2,000. I am told that_about 50,000 
pieces are pawned every month, and somé- 
thing like $500,000 in loans is given out in that 
time. All but about 10 per cent are redeemed, 
the interest paid in monthly amounting te 
$20,000 and upward. 

I watched the process of loaning. The mo- 
ment a pledge is brought in an expert Valuator 
fixes the price, and the loan is only a certain 
percentage of thie. The price4ds low, for if 
the pledge is unciaimed and it cannot be Bold 
the valuator has to take 4t himself, giving 
therefor the amount of the loan and the ine 
terest. As long as the intérest is regulary 
paid all pledges are held, but after this they 
are offered for sale. 

In going through the courte, warehouses, 
and salesrooms I found price tags on every- 
thing. These showed the original valuesané - 
the loans and in many cases the values had 
been reduced three or four times and most 
things seemed to me wonderfully cheap. In- 
deed, the first price is about what the goods 
would bring in «a second hand store. This ts 
held for a month and then if no one comes té 
buy im reduced. The next month it is further 
marked down, and this goes on from month te 
month until five months, when, if not sold, 
the valuator must take away the article. 

' Bargains in Jewelry. 

I spent some time in the jewelry sales- 
room. Here were cases of pedris and dig- 
monds, and quantities of rings, brooches, 
and pins set with jewels of every description.

Man Who Looks Like Woodrow 
Undesirable as a Life In- 
‘surance Risk. 


PARIS, March 1.—Americans who know 
Paris well quickly join the chorus of Paris- 
lans that mud splashing automobiles and 
autobuses constitute one of the greatest 
nuisances of Paris life. Beautiful gowns 
have been ruined and many a new morning 
coat wrecked by flying mud which, mixed 
with motor oll, is of the kind that never 
comes off. This evil “7 now cease, at 
least in part. 

As a consequence of ‘hs recent instruc- 
tions of the government to the police to pros- 
.ecute the.owners of vehicles bespattering 
store windows and paseereby, omnibus and 
automobile compantes and public ‘spirited 
persons arranged compétitions for invent- 
ore of mud guards at Versailles. 

A track with a muddy surface was ar- 
ranged and boardings were placed at inter- 
vals along the course, these being covered 
with sheets of white canvas, about four feet 
high-and nine feet long, subdivided into 
small squares. The mud splashes. could 
readily be detected on the white squares and 
their number and comparative sizes noted. 

Every “competing vehicle ‘had the mud 
guard under test fitted to each wheel and 
Was driven along the track at speeds vary- 
ing from fifteen to twenty-five miles an hour. 
Finally three types were selected, although 
none of the fifteen ideas presented entirely 
prevented mud from being thrown on the 
canvas screens.

founder was a rich mine owner, who had 
what then was the bonanza mine of Mexico, 
This was situated near Pachuca, and along 
ebout the time that we were fighting the 
revolutionary war it had already yielded $15,- 
690,000 Ite owner was noted for his ex- 
tra vagances. 

He gave severai warships to Spain and 
Maned the king a million dollars. The same 
mine is still worked and it is now owned by 
Americ ; 

The Monte de Piedad is also a savings 
bank, and it-came néar failing in 1884 on 
account of fits issue of demand liabilities 
based on long term loans. It then held a 
@ash reserve of two and one-half millions 
against a circulation of four millions, buta 
panic came, a run was made, and the institu- 
tion was compelled to suspend. Outside aid 
was obtained, however, and the bank kept 
om ite feet. Since thén there has been a 
change in the Mexican banking laws, and I 
am told those now in force are excellent. 


Gold Standard Money. 

The country was put on a gold standard 
by Diaz about six years ago, and since then 
the peso has been worth practically 50 cents 
gold. Before that it ran up and down, fluc- 
tuating according the the amount of silver 
it contained. In 1901 it was worth 46 cents, 
im 1902 and 1903 only 41 cents, and in 4m" 
it was 45 cents and a fraction. It then ran 
wp to 50 cents, whilch vaiue it has held ev er 
since. 

There is no doubt about the sound financial 
oondition of the Mexican government. In 
recent y it has been taking in more 
money in taxes than has been needed for the 
government expenses and the public debt, 
considering the assets of the country, is 
sommparatively small. 

It amounts to only a little over $200,000,000, 
or about one-fifth of what the United States 


dents of the United Staies have fallen by 
the hand of the assassin. It le only right 
and proper, therefore, that they should be 
environed iby every conccivable safeguard 
by the ped@ple whom they serve. 

What. hqwever, is to be said of their dou- 
bles, who phare most of their rieks, but are 
without any means of protection? 


Double of Woodrow Wilson.

day. True, he makes merely a passing al- 
jusion to he persona) peri] to which he is to 
be subjected during the next four years 
through opnfusion of his identity with that 
of President Wilson, but he mentions that 
life insurance agents who until a short time 
ago were pestering him to increase the num- 
ber of his policies are now holding back and 
declining to consider the matter any longer 
owing to the increased risk, ‘ with so many 
cranks roaming about.” 


Could Change His Appearance. 

Of courge Mr. Fleming has his remedy. 
He may grow a mustache, or side whiskers, 
or a full beard, which would have the effect 
of diminishing his resemblance to Woodrow 
Wilson. He might crop his hair closely, dye 
it, or promote baldness in such a way as to 
enable people to distinguish him from the 
new chief) magistrate of this republic.

His step was 
slow and stately, many hats were doffed as 
he passed by, and he responded to the salu- 
tations with genial] condescension. 


Refusal to Be Scapegoat. 

The late King Leopold of Belgium for a 
number of years was in the habit of coolly 
ascribing to his double in Paris, M. Fouret, 
one of the managers of the great French pub- 
lishing house of Hachette, the various moral 
ehortcomings laid at his own door. The iike- 
ness of the two men was so extraordinary 
that it was almost impossible to distinguish 
between them. 

M. Fouret, who is a man of unblemished 
character, resented this and took steps to in- 
stitute legal proceedings againat the king fof 
slander. The case was settled out of court. 

Napoleon IIL. had a double—namely: old 
Father Godifliet, the well known military 
contractor. He was the exact counterpart of 
his sovereign, for whom he used continually 
to be taken.

Hunt Three Years for Farm. 

Having made up my mind to becomea stock 
raiser,/obviously, the first thing to find out 
was the right place to make a start. I was 
not wealthy. I could not buy a place already 
prepared. There would be some years of 
hard work, perhaps misfortune and certain 
miistakes. Therefore I could not afford te 
make a mistake in the choosing of a tract 
to werk on, That mistake would be fatal. 

First. I decided that the most important 
thing was soi] that should be of a kind that 
would raise the necessary feeding crops. 
Séecmend, there must be an ample supply of 
pure weter, winter and summer. Third, the 
farm must be as near as possible to a market 
for my. stock. Fourth, the price, must be 
wthin my means. Fifth, part of it must 
be timber land. 

Tt took a three year search before I found 
the farm that would meet all there require: 
ments, but in the spring of 1908 I found my- 
self the owner of 400 acres of land in ve 
counts.

Soil Was **Tired Out.”

But 
I was sorry Ed had so spoken before the 
folks, although he didn’t tell us anything 
new, for, we were at a stage where we needed 
a word of cheer. 

The next morning I called John early and 
we set out to lay the farm out for stock rais- 
ing. The skies had cleared and there was a 
slight hint of spring. Slight though it was, 
that hint thrilled me. I had been deprived 
of the smell of damp earth and growing 
things for twenty years. I intended to en- 
joy every bursting bud in due time and have 
iny family enjoy it. but there was business 
at hand, and serious businese. I was in « 
way to lose my last penny. 

I decided that the uplands, mostly covered 
with burr oak timber, should be reserved 
for pasturé, as they grew an excellent quan- 
tity of native grass and contained several 
ponds of good water. The sandy @nd gravelly 
fields and the lowlands should be reserved 
for corn raising. I decided that we would 
fence these fielde off into lots of about ten 
acres each, w'th gates ‘so srrenged that the 
stock could be driven dlive#tiy end surely 
from one field to any other field. We would 
arrange bulidings and rebutld « few with old 
lumber.

He drove up close 
to the barb wire fence and watched us allent- 
ly for some time.

I was born of Scotch Covenanter stock and 
Ed Witezell made me mad clear through that 
morning, but I kept from saying anything 
and in @ low voice. to John told him go a little 
faster with the work. Besides I knew Ed 
really thought he was giving us a good tip. 
I had studied out the soil, though, as was 
proved that fall when we harvested 2,000 
bushels of potatoes from the patch of ground.

Theories Are Carried Out. 

’ Spring had ne more than really burst upon 
us than my wife and daughter both became 
enthusiastic. We had not the tangle of vege- 
tation of the rough mountains that had made 


my heart thrill as a boy down in Tennessee, 


but our land roiled just enough to be beauti- 
ful, with enough creek and timber to break 
the monotony of the landscape. The women 
folk had worked wonders with the ram- 
shackle farm house and had become inter- 
ested in everything about the place. We 
hed brought our plano out from Chicago, fo 
that Grace kept up with ber lessons, but it 
waen't long until the chickens were a close 
rival to her music. I had codperation with 
a dig C, and that was just what wes needed. 

And ®#o it came about that during the iast 
three years I have had a chance to carry 
out my theorles—theories that had begun 
with me as a boy down in the mountains of 
Tennessee, that had something added when 
I was a cattle man out in Wyoming, and 
that were being rolled over in my mind dur- 
ing those twenty years that I waein business 
in Chieago. 

The average ear of corn from the place 
when I took it was about six inches long. 
and in good seasons the corn would run from 
twenty-five to thirty bushels to the acre. I 
planted ciover in one field. ba:l<y In another, 
and experimented with various kinds of fer- 
tillzer applied in various ways in the corn 
fields, being careful to keep accurate record 
of each move made. The clover field was 
pastured to cattle and then turned under. The 
barley made a fair stand and was harvested 
for winter feed for the pigs. Every feild of 
corn showed. some improvement for the fer- 
titzer used. The best wae gatnered for win- 
ter fecdifig and seed for next year's crop. 
I believed that corn produced better as it 
became acclimated and therefore I took the 
seed from my own fieids. 

* *s 
Best Corn in Lee County. 

I turned the hogs loose on the rest of he 
cornfields. When they were through there 
was no corn, there were no etalke nor leaves 
in sight, and in those fields there was no need 
for fall plowing. The corn was thus cheaply 
and completely harvested “ on the hoof,” . 


faking Over a Farm—What a City Man Did in the Country. 


Realizing that stock raising requires rea- 
sonably priced feed, my plan was to reduce 
the cost of grain for feeding by growing 
heavier crops on each acre of my land. Iff 
did this I knew I could not expect profit in 
cash at once. I must first take the profit in 
increased fertility of the soil. In land so de- 
pleted as mine I did not hope to do this quick- 
ly, but here I found myself agreeably dis- 
appointed. My methodical plan of fertilizing, 
crop rotating, and “hogging down” the 
standing grain so bullt up my land thatina 
little over three years’ time my showing 
amounted to almost a miracle. 

Last fall my corn crop exceeded in weight 
and quality any previous Lee county cropand | 
compares favorably with the best corn grown 
on the most carefully tended acres of the rich 
corn belt. Where before the stand of corn on 
my farm used to average seven feet in height, 
it now averages twelve, with many cornetalks 
towering fourteen feet Gnd better. Nor is 
my corn epindiing, for many carefully meas- 
ured stalks showed a circumference of be- 
tween five and six inches at the section just : 
above the root, the average for 100 stalke 
taken at random in one field being 5% 
inches. The ears of corn on these stalks ran 
large. most of them being twelve inches long 
and many running over thirteen. ay 

Furthermore, there was a preponderance 
of two éar stalks in my best fields. A number 
of there ears, stripped of théir husks full two 
weeks before. maturity, measured between 
eleven and twelve inches and were spendidly 
filled out. In fact, my crop from thirty acres 
was estimated at 3,000 bushels.

“Comes Back,’ 


Even Though Dealt Hard Blow.

first squad of laborere with extreme care. 
When he had assembled them for duty he 
felt the necessity for being right on the 
grouné and éuperintending the work he had 


A year or wo later he got a contract from 
a Chicago architect calling for the installa- 
tion of a sewerage system in the Doard of 
trade building. This, too, was an insignif- 
cant contract, but to a man of 28 it meant 
every thing. 

In carrying out this contract Jackson again 
refused to take chances. His career lay 
before him. One slip might prove disastrous 
in mere ways than one. In order to make 
sure there would be no mistake, the young 
contractor became a bricklayer. He con- 
tinued working in this capacity for himpelt 
until the completion of the system, and he 
had the satisfaction of knowing that, when 
finished. the board of trade building had one 
of the most perfect sewerage systems it Was 
poestbie to create.

Bores Tunnel Through Pike's Peak. 

In 1888 he contracted for the biggest bit of 
work he ever had tackled—the conduit for 
the lines of the Chicago Telephone company. 
This work represented an ovtlay of $80,00v. 
Jackson undertook the fulfillment of its 
various clauses with the zest and ovolhead- 
ednese of a veteran. Today this conduit is 
one of the best in the city. 

His ability as a civil engineer was begin- 
ning to be more and more recognized. He 
had established a reputation for carefulness 
and attention to detall, and this reputation 
was invariably enbanced by hig custom of 
completing. a job im advance of the period 
stipulated by his contract. Contracts for 
the conduits for trunk lines of the Western 
Union Telegraph company, the Postal Tele- 
graph, and the Chicago Edieon company fol- 
lowed in rapid succession. 

He then was called to Columbus, O., where 
he installed an immense conduit for the Cen- 
tral Unton Telegraph company, and tn 1888 
he bored’ a 6,000 foot tunnel through Pike's 
Peak, one of the most difficult feats of engi- 
neering ever accumplished up to that time. 

In 1901 the George W. Jackson company 
was awarded the contract for the most com- 
plete system of subwaeye ever constructed 
beneath the streets of a metropolitan city. 
This system since has become known ae the 
Chicago Tunnel company. There are sixty 
miles of thege subways under Chicago and 
their construction represents the expendi- 
ture of something !ike $35,000,000.

Autherity on Cement Construction. 

Mr. Jackson always has strongly advocated 
the general use of concrete, and is said to be 
the leading authority on cement construction 
in the United States. The labyrinth of 
catacombs under the busy streets‘of Chicago 
are ample testimonials of his faith in this 
particular product. 

The. foundations and retaining walls of 
the new Chicago and Northwestern rafiway 
station Were built by the Jackson compaty. 
To bring about the installation of some of 
these retaining walls it became necessary to 
elevate the tracks of the Chicago and Oak 
Park Elevated railroad over the right of 
way of the Northwestern leading into’ the 
new station. This was accomplished with- 
out stopping traffic in any way and giving 
twenty-four hours of service on the elevated 
road @uring the entire time this work was 
being done. A similar feat was performed 
when the tracks of the Metropolitan West 
Bide Elévated structure were raised over the 
P., C., C. and S&. L. railroad. Twenty-one 
thousand six hundred and forty feet of track 


were elevated in this instance without in- 
terfering with either eurface or elevated 
transportation. 

Mr. Jackson's inventions and patents are 
almost Withoutmumber. Some of thé prin- 
cipal inventions he has patetited are his 
methods of tunne) construction, the original 
use of metal sheet piling for constructing 
cofferdams and shafts in treacherous ground, 
tunas! bulkheads, stee) ribs and lagging used 
im the construction of concrete tunnels, ex- 
@asive machinery for driving tunnels, and 
ale~ for handling loose material, and aerial 
tramway for transporting material over 
water.

Fire Brings First Reversal. 

The career of Mr. Jackson from 1888 to 
1911 was one of uninterrupted success. In 
1911, however, he met with his first serious 
reversal. What was known as section 8 of 
the southwest land and lake tunnel wae be- 
ing bufit by the Jackson company. This was 
being bullt at Seventy-third street and ex- 
tenced out under the lake 11,000 feet. Some 
electric wires became croseed and a high 
wind was blowing at the time. These wires 
caused a fire to break out, a fire which de- 
atroyed the temporary lake operating shaft. 
Jackson at first was thought to be reapon- 
sible, but a coroner’s jury found that the 
fault was not dué to any carelessness on the 
part of the contractor. Jackson proved that 
he had taken greater precaution in the con- 
atruction of thie crib than was called for by 
the city's specifications. He had employed 
heavier timbers than were provided forin the 
specifications. He also had put In operation 
hie eerial tramway which connected the 
shore with the crib, thus eliminating the 
storage of excessive quantities of dynamite 
at this point. 

The Seventy-third street tunnel was a 
$1,800,000 contract. The machinery installed 
by the Jackson company on this one job alone 
represented a cash outlay of over $500,000. 
In the meantime he had closed a contract 
with the city of New York for the construc- 
tion of the Yonkers pressure tunnel, Catskill 
aqueduct, by means of which tunne? New 
York was to be supplied: with an adequate 
water supply. The machinery required for 
the suceessful construction of this tunne! 
meant an additional expenditure of over 
$500.000. 

Tt had been the intention of Mr. Jackson, 
on the completion of the Seventy-third street 
tunnel, to remove the machinery employed 
on that job to the Yonkers pressure tunnel. 
The fire, however, made it necessary to keep 
the machinery on the Chicago job and also 
entailed several months’ additional labor. 
Jagigson found himesek tied up with over 
$1,000,000 worth of machinery on his hande— 
actual cash outlay. His creditors, represent- 
ing $2,000,000 indebtedness in the aggregate, 
swooped down upon the contractor and de- 
manded their money. Jackson met the sit- 
uation bravely. He called a meeting of his 
creditors. He explained his situation. He 
told them that it was within their'‘pewer to 
drive him to the wall or to give him time in 
which to recover from the blow he had re- 
ceived.

Given a Chance to ‘‘Come Back." 

A creditors’ commf{tee wag formed and thia 
committee Investigated thoroughly the af- 
fairs of the Jackson company. They repoft- 
ec the firm solvent, and it was decided that 
Jackson would make good. . The? agreed to 
stand by him in his difficulties and give him 
a chance to “* come back.” 

The New York tunnel contract involves 
something over $2,000,000. It wfil be com- 
pleted this year, and some of this revenue 
will be used in liqguidatirg the remainder of 
Jackson's present indebtedness. He wil! rise 
from the ashes of his first and only désaster 
probably $500,000 to the good. 

Meantime the George W. Jeckson Manu- 
facturing company, organized last year with 
@ capital of $150,000 for the manufacture 
and sale of loading and unloading machinery 
controlied by the Jackson patente, is in a 
flourishing condition. 

Since beginning as e@ shoveler in his own 
gang back in 1883, Mr. Jackson has dons 
construction work amounting to over $100,- 
000,000. He is a man who would never ac- 
knowledge defeat and one who, when others 
would give up the fight, joys in being tn the 
midst of it. He has come beck and come 
back strongly after outside influences seemed 
to have dealt him a blow from which it was 
impossible to recover.

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Made a Sideshow. of Washday. 


HERE ts one drummér who has « 

scheme which stands out in a class by 

itself for uniqueness. He sells wash- 

ing machines. His route extends over 

a territory which comprises largely 
towns of 8,000 to 8,000, where everybody 
knows everybody else.

“Then I inserted a quarter page ad in the 
jocal paper. This is the way it read: ‘ Mra 
John J. Jackson [I have forgotten her real 
name] will have her washing done by the 
Bo and So Washing Machine company on 
Wednesday, the 19th. The wash will be hung 
in the back yard on exhibition. Visitors are 
cordially invited. Refreshments will be 
served.’ 

“ You can easily conjecture the exoitement 
and laughter that this ad stirred up. 

“ Wednesday dawned bright and warm, an 
ideal day for my enterprise. I had ordered 
a goodly quantity of cookies from the grocer 
and these, with pink circus lemonade, consti- 
tuted the refreshments. 

“The washing was finished in jig time. 
While I was going through the various opera- 
dons with my machine I put up a spiel sim- 
dar to ene that I hed heard handed out by 
an auctioneer selling tin razors. Of course, 
I changed a few parts to meet my specia} re- 
quirements. 

“Soon the washing wae flapping listiessiy 
under the puffs of a warm breeze. They dried 
beautifully, as deliciously white as full blown 
ilies. Of course, I was not exactly idle dur- 
ing the ensuing hours. To the contrary, I 
was literally talking my head off, for I was 
determined to make a big sale, to emphatica)- 
ly and conclusively prove the success of my 
echeme—that is, if it was destined to De guc- 
cessful.

Clearing for Orchard. 
PORIA, Ii—([Ferward te the Lané Bo- 
reat.)—Kindly give me information 
about land just east of Lawters, Fiae.. 
that Mes im the edge of Clay county, 
I understand this is timbered land. 
What revenue can be derived by clearing 
same and what value is such land as it is 
and then after it is eared? Anything 
you can tell me about the sou, Grainage or 
necessary fertilization will be appreciated. 
- CG. G. 

We have no federal soll survey on Clay 
county, Fla., an@ no state survey has been 
made. Consequently we cannot give you 
the definite information that such a survey 
would make possible. I would suggest that 
you write for information concerning the 
land itself to W. A. McRae, state commis- 
sioner of agriculture, Taliahaasee, Fla. 

The following information describing the 
clearing of land and preparation for plant- 
ing a citrus orchard, applying to the state 
in general, is taken from the eleventh bien- 
nial report of the state commissioner of 
agriculture: 

Clearing the FielM—In preparing for a cit- 
rus orchard it is important that all native 
trees, stumps, and other material should be 
removed from the soll. A few cabbage pal- 
mettoes may be left for nurse trees for some 
time, but there should not be a large number, 
certainly not more than 100 to 150 to the acre, 
and, of course, all of those occurring in the 
rows where trees should stand ought to be 
removed. Live oaks and especially pines 
are found to be very injurious to the growth 
of citrus trees. 

It is not impossible for a person to make 
@ grove in a field that is full of stumps and 
débris. The chances, however, ate much 
against his making ita success. He would 
be the exception to the rule if he did so.

Beans Good Foundation Crop. 

Beaking and Plowing—After the fielé has 

been thoroughly grubbed end freed from all 
obstructions in sight, the next important step 
ig to plow the land thoroughly. During this 
operation a large emoudt of roots and under- 
ground trash will be turned up. This should 
be cemoved and burned. Weeds, grass, and 
etuff that wili decay rapidly can be leh on 
the ground and be plowed under to good ad- 
vantage. It ie important to bave a large 
plow and sufficient horse power to do the 
work thoroughly, A fourteen or @xteen inch 
plow, or, better still, a thirty inch disk plow, 
will be found useful. 
* Previous Cropping—Most people who are 
intending to put out e citrus grove become 
impatient for a crop and consequently are 
too much in a hurry to plant trees. The re- 
moval of the forest and the burning of the 
stumpe has eet up a disturbance in the soil. 
The land, therefore, is im most cages unfit to 
receive anything but the most vigorous 
plants. 

If the field fe prepared in time to be planted 
in a crop of vegetables, this is highly ad- 
viable These vegetables will be less af- 
fected by the adverse conditions than are the 
citrus trees, and even should they be adverse- 
ly affected it would mean only the toes of 
one crop and would not be communicated to 
the succeeding yeara If the season is nota 
proper one for planting vegetebles the feld 
may ve planted to some farm orop, especially 
a clover crop, such as velvet beans,cowpeas, 
or beggarw eed. 

If a good crop of velvet Deans has been 
grown upon the soil we are pretty certain to 
have it im first clase condition for setting 
out the citrus trees. In addtiion to putting 
the sotl in good condition, the velvet beans 
will add a large amount of emmonia to the 
soll, requiring tees of this element in the 
fertilizer €o be applied to the trees when set 


out. 


Florida Needs Drainage. 

Perfect Dreimage Necessary—One of our 
foremost agriculturists in the state has 
paid that there {8 not an acre of land 
in the state of Florida that does not need 
draining; thet even the steep clay hillsides 
would be improved by being underiaid with 
tile drains. Our general experfence has been 
that when people speak of land ae being per- 
fectiy drained they mean tt would be per- 
fectiy Grained during the dry part of the 
year and forgot about the rainy season of the 
year, which is the critical season. 

A grove site should be so perfectly drained, 
artificially and naturally, as to never allow 
the soil water to stand above two feet from 
the surface at any time. Several instances 
are known where groves located on the top 


of a hill, seventy-five feet above a lake, had 
standing water in the soll during the rainy 
season. Such trees as are within the influence 
of this water neces#arily become weakened 
by the esoclusion of oxygen and interference 
with the bacterial life in the goil.

The Oregon Ajmanec, an official booklet 
published by the Oregon state immigation 
commission, Portland, gives the following in- 
formation on these sections: 

“Hood river country, in which the Hood 
River valley ie located, wae created from 
part of Wasco county at the general election 
in 1908. Hood River is the county seat. 

“ Tranasportation—The main line of the Ore- 
gon-Weshington Railroad and Navigation 
company traverses the northern boundary; 
Oohumbia river on the north and the 8. P. & 
8. [Hill syetem] raliroad on the Washing- 
ton side of the Columbia river. The Mount 
Hood railroad, in the northeastern part of 
the county, runs from Hood River to Park- 
daie, a distance of twenty milea. There is 
first class rail and water competition for 
transportation of produce to market, 

** Water—The Columbia river on the north 
and the Hood river, which drains the east 
slope of the Cascade mountain watershed, 
and numerous smail tributary streams af- 
ford abundant water for domestic use and 
approximately 40,000 horsepower hes been 
Geveloped and js in use at Hood river.

Okanogan County Needs Railroads. 

The following information on the Okanogan 
valley, Washington, is taken from a booklet 
on eastern Washington and northern idaho 
issued by the Northern Pacific railway: 

“ The Okanogan valiey lies north of the Big 
Bend country in a mountainous timbered re- 
gion, and extends from the Wolumbia river te 
and beyond the British Columbia boundary 
line. The distance from the Columbia to the 
boundary is about seventy-five miles. 

‘The upper portions of the valley contain 
many fine stock ranges. The bottomand hill 
lands are suitable for farming. Apples, 
plums, and email fruits are grown. Fruit 
growing has made great advanees in recent 
years. The government has a reclamation 
project here, covering 10,0 acres. Raw lands 
bring $100 an acre and irrigated lands range 
from $250 to $00 anacre. Theclimate is mild 
and pleasant. The mining towns furnish good

Acoording tothe survey map there are these 
soll formatione in the county: Land mo- 
raines, lake clay, located in the eastern and 
southern portions of the county principally;

BOUT the most disputed saint in the 
whole calendar is the one we cele- 
brate on March 17—St. Patrick. 

; } But of the existence of the holy man 
i there ie no qmstion. It may surprise 
@& good many to know that he was born in 
Scotland, however. 

According to facts gathered from an auto- 
Diography he left St. Patrick -was born at 
Banaverm Taberniac, in Scotland, in 873, prob- 
‘ably identical with the modern Dumbarton, 
on the Leven near its confluence with the 
Clyde, a few miles northwest of Glasgow. 

His feather was Calpornius. deacon im the 
church,..also a magistrate and a man of means 
and standing. His baptismal name was Su- 
cat. When he was 16 he was captured by pi- 
rates and carried off to Ireland, where he was 
sold to Milius, chieftain of North Dalaradia, 
in the county of Antrim, North Ireland. 
There he Hved a siave for six years, em- 
ployed in tending cattle. His sad condition 
Grove him to find consolation in God and he 
learned to walt upon the divine will. 

Im obedience to a divine intimation he fied 
from his master and journeyed south 600 
miles. He found a ship about to sail for 
France and after a little parley wastaken on 
board as a servant and in three days landed 
at the mouth of the Lotre.

‘In 405 he began his missionary work in Ire- 
land and the rest of his long life was spentin 
incestant labors with commensurate success. 
He came to Ireland with a thorough know!l- 
edge of the language and of the people and 
seems to have encountered little opposition. 
He found no Christians and left no heathen. 
He died at Armagh in 463. 

Among the many legends that have gath- 
ered about him the most populer is that he 
banished the snakes from Ireland.

But there are some wormen. I know, who 
are preparing to spend the remainder of the 
winter in the south, and then there are others 
who are theoretical enough and manage to 
weil they buy their linen and wash materials 
at this season of the year. It is really a 
pleasure to buy them now, for then one has 
such a long time in which to make them; 
then they can do al! sorts of pretty hand 
touches on the frocks, and surely there is no 
more fascinating material to work on than 
those for the summer days. 

Of course the first thing that there is to do 
is to shrink the material when making up 
any kind of wash fabric. You may have al- 
ways gone ahead without doing this, but I 
know that if you try shrinking the material 
of one dress you will be so well satisfied 
that it will become a habit. 

In nine cases out of ten, if the materia! 
of a frock has not been shrunk before the 
garment has been made, it will not feel com- 
fortable after it has been laundered, and will 
net fit as well, so why not take the trouble 
to do the shrinking? It really doesn’t take 
long.

How to Shrink Material. 

Now about shrinking. I think cia: you 
will find it more convenient to use a bathtub 
than an ordinary laundry tub, and then 
above all do not unfold the material, but lay 
it in the water (cold water that has just had 
the chill taken off with a littl hot water) 
and let it soak for perhaps ten to fifteen min- 
ules. 

Then hang it lengthwise along the line, let- 
ting the material hang about three or four 
thicknesses. and put the clothespins along

the selvage every seven or eight inches. 
Thig will keep the material quite smooth, at 
least smooth enough so that you will not 
have te press it before cutting out the gar- 
ment. 

In fact, it will not be necessary to press 
the garment until it has been all completed, 
and then it can be dampened and ironed as 
though’ it had been laundered. 

Il am a firm believer that every one should 
try to show as much originality in her clothes 
and dressing as possible, and I dislike the 
idea of getting a pattern of a one piece dress 
f-om one ef the pattern books and making 
it up just as the pattern says.

Plan to Avoid Waste. 

It isn't much of an effort to select a sepa- 
rate skirt that will suit your figure and a 
blouse that you like and then put them to- 
gether, adding some of your own touches 
here and there. Of course you mu: “consider 
when selecting a separate pattern of this 
sort that the closing of one will come at the 
same place that the closing of the other will, 
although it is easy enough to change a skirt 
and let a placket come at a different seam 
from the one that might be shown in the 
pattern. 

Then you can easily plan out the pieces of 
the pattern that are to be cut double and 
allow for the other pleces, 

I think that it is easiest when making one 
piece dresses to make the skirt first; at 
least I have always found it so. Finish the 
skirt quite completely, sewing it to a broad 
piece of belting, then when the waist has 
been finished put it on; then with a piece of 
tape tied tightly around the waist line draw 
the fullness around as you want it and even 
off the gathers, 

After that you can put on the skirt and pin 
the two together at the top of the belting, 
and put the pins cloge so ag not to change 
the line when you take the garment off. 
When that has been done you might stitch 
the two together or sew it by hand, then 
the extra material at the bottom of the 
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walst can be turned under and hemmed down 
so that it will be quite flat, 

Now about the closing. If the skirt you 
choose does not happen to close at the place 
that the waist does—say, for instance, that 
the pattern fastens at the side back and the 


waist fastens at the side tront—all that is | 


necessary is to sew the side back seam all 
the way up to the waist line and leave the 
side front seam open eleven inches at the top, 

Then after you have fitted the skirt cut a 
strip of the material about three and a half 
inches wide and twenty-three inches long 
ané sew it around the two edges of the open- 
‘Ing of the seam. Notch the raw edges of the 
scam about a half inch below the bottom of 
the opening and, starting at the top of the 
skirt, sew the strip of material along the one 
side of the opening, keeping the wrong side 
of the strip to the wrong side of the skirt, 
When you have stitched it dewn to the notch 
bring it up along the other side. 


Hooks and Eyes. 

After that has been done, crease the ma- 
terial like a hem, folding the raw edge under 
and letting the crease just cover the fret 
stitching, and sew it down in that way. It 
may be well to run a row of stitching across 
the strip of materia!, where it folds over at 
the bottom of the placket; this will keep it a 
little flatter. 

Now abaut putting on the hooks and eyes, 
First put the hooks on, on the side toward the 
front, sewing them firmly with double 
thread and letting the turn on the top come 
about a quarter of an inch from the fold of 
the material. I think that hooks will not 
draw out so quickly if, before sewing them 
to the material, you pull the two little 
loops at the bottom apart where the sewing 
is to be done. 

After the hooks have been put on, slip the 
skirt on, and lap the front part over on the 
other side, just ae it is to be when the skirt 
is finished, and put a row of ping along the 
one side, just where the hooks are to go 
on. That is, find the line where the edge 
of the one side will lap over on the other. 
Then when you take the skirt off again you 
are eure to have the closing just aa it is meant 
to be.

When the best girl in the world consented 
to join with me in a fe partnership thres 
years ago we decided to discuss housekeep- 
ing probleme and to settle in advance what 
seemed the best way to meet the high cost 
of living. 

My salary was $100 per month, and we 
agreed that one-tenth should be set asids 
each month to provide for the “ rainy day.”

We also decided that accounts should be 
closed at the end of the year and all sums 
remaining to the credit of househol4 ac- 
counts at that time shou be divided equally 
between us, each one to use our share es-we 
saw fit. We both took great interest in 4is- 
cussing proposed expenditures before they 
Were made, as each felt that any unneces~ 
sary expense would reduce the dividend of 
both,at the end of the year. 

As I had sufficient funds to provide for al! 
necessary furnishings when we were mar- 
ried, we found we had over $50 tn this ac- 
count alone at the end of the year, and oredit 
balances in the other accounts brought the 
totad up to $118.50. Thus we each had a 
dividend of $56.75 when the year closed in 
addition to’ $120 in the reserve fund. 

By this time we were enthusiastic for sav- 
ing, and opened !ndividual savings accounts 
with our dividends. 

Owing to an antieipated arrival in the 
family circle * was necessary to change the 
accounts somewhat during the second year, 
but in spite of this additional expense we 
found that the experience gained during the 
first year enabled us to declare a stil! larger 
Gividend at the second year’s close. 

We then decided on investing our sav- 
ings tn a home of our own. and the terme of 
payment were so arranged that the original 
agreement to divide the saving on house- 
hold expenses would continue, should either 
decide to take advantage of this arrange- 
ment. 

A short time afterwards I received & sub- 
stantial increase in salary, so that now we 
have no worry in the world. We are unani- 
mous in the belief that the true solution of 
the so-called “high cost of Mving” Mes in 
systematic saving.

I sedulously ayoid fried 
foods, and must admit I never have hed as 
good health as I have this winter. I am per- 
fectly well and believe it is because I do not 
overeat nor neglect to eat with regularity. 

I make my own jams, jellies, puddings, etc., 
and never waste a thing. All I throw away 
are coffee grounds and potato peelings, and J 
sometimeg wonder if I\shall not some day 
think of a way to utilize these. 

I save street car fare by walking, and am 
getting so I thoroughly enjoy my thirty or 
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forty minute walks te city or Northwestern 
station. 

Each month, when I have my check cashed, 
I get $7 in quarters, and put them away for 
food supply. I do not expend this Sund for 
anything else, no matter what comes up, for I 
feel I must never be without proper food.

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A German Servant Must Have 
a **Service’’ Book to Get a Job. 
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ERMANY seems to have solved her 
@ domestic problems pretty thoroughly 

The “character” custom in vogue 

there has done away with, all dangers 
of uncertainty. If a man or woman applies 
for work in any menial capacity he brings 
his “service” book along with him. 

No book, no job, is the underlring principle 
that is in operation, and all understand it. 
The book is officially stamped by police au- 
thorities, and in it is entered the applicant's 
name, age, appearance, religion, and various 
qualities of temperament and temper. & 
when a situation is applied for the would-be 
employer can see at a glance whether the 
applicant has been im service before, what 
kind of work he has done, and what his smal) 
vices and virtues along the lines of good or 
bad disposition, staying out late or coming ‘n 
early qualities may be. 

If the mistress or employer approves of the 
book and engages the applicant for service 
the book remains in the employer’s hands as 
long as the engagement jasts, and he retorns 
it on the servant’s leaving, with a few addi- 


tional lines as to his opinion of same qualities 
and the reasons for departure. If disputes 
arise and the maid and mistress or servant 
and employer cannot settle the trouble be- 
tween them the matter is referred for arbi- 
tration to the police. 

The sertant is spared the necessity of pur- 
suing former mistresses for recommendations 
and the mistresses are not forcéd to take 
servants without being informed pretty defi- 
nitely concerning them. Forgéd characters 
are practically impossible, sincé the whole 
system is under police supervision. The same 
system holds good in regarfd to ‘aboring serv- 
ice or clerkship of various kinds. 

The municipal authorities take matters into 
their own hands in still another direction. 
Destitution in old age is almost unknown 
among the servant classes and lower class ef 
laborers, since it is compulsory for all thove 
who earn less than $500 a year to insure 
thémeelves against future want and depend- 
ence.on the state by giving a little each year 
to the city andthorities, who in turn provide a 
pension for them after a certain age limit 
has beén reached. 


Where Sounds Can. Be Seen 
Before They Are Audible. 


URIOUS phenomena have been wit- 
nessed lately ty Prof. Matteticci. at 
Vesuvius and later at Mount Etna, 
whieh seems to prove that under cer- 

tain conditions we can actually see sounds 
a perceptible second before we hear them. 

According to Prof. Matteucci, sound; which 
is propagated as we all know by waves of 
air alternately compressed and expanded, be- 
comes visible to the eye by a fefraction of 
light before it is audible to the ear, whenever 
these same waves of air are of different densi- 
ties. 

One phenomenon @#hich be bas observed 
many times is that # Vesuvius, working it- 
self up into an eruptio&R om a large scale by 


quick paroxyems, shootirg out quantities of 
old and ‘new lava at the rate of one projection 
a second. Sharp ah’ snddei and rapid as 
they are, before they could be actually grasped 
by the sense a thin, lumihous afe could be 
geen flashing upward and outward from the 
crater and disappearing immediately in space. 
Then almost instantaneously there would fol- 
low the sound of explosion ani the projec- 
tion of gas and debris from the lip of the 
crater. The same..thing was noticeable at 
Etna. 

Prof. Matteucci insists that these are visi- 
ble sound waves, and other scientists are 
studying the. question and its possibilities and 
hoping to enlarge upon it. 


Animals Lured to Death 
by Mystic Call of the Sea.

SCOTCH naturalist in Béinburgh has 
recently given to the world some in- 
teresting facts which go to show how 
animals as well as human beings re- 
spond to thé lure ef the sea, and how they 
- will travel sometimes for hundreds of miles to 


answer its call and then push on ifito its wa- 
ters to their own destruction. 

The most curious example of this tendency 
fs found in the seaward migrations of the 


emall brown volelike lemmings. These ani-. 


mals will at certain times leave the highlands 
of Scandinavia and march in vast hordes to- 
ward the lowlands, mioving only .by night and 
following the general trend of. the valleys. 
They bold tenaciously to the genera! direction 
in which they set out and are diverted neither 
by streams nor by moderately sized lakes. 
Eventually, aftet a march lasting, from one 


to three years, the army, Cevastated, of course; 
by many foes, renches the sea, but’ aot for its 


own good, for, queerly enough, the end of the 


journey is not attained, and mahy of.the little ° 


animals push on into the waters, fulfilling to 
their own destruction the unaccountable im- 
pulse to push forward. 

Other creatures likewise are haath to fall 
ander the spell of the sea. It is rather com- 
monly known how the European reindeer will 
spend the hard weather of winter on the high- 
lands of Scandinavia and Russia and feed 
sparingly on’ snow covered moss and lichen, 
and then in summer, in spite of the fact that 
food has become more plentiful inlaad, will 
forsake these haunts for the sencoast.

Across the Ocean in an Auto 
a Possibility of the Future. 


HAT we will some day cross the ocean 
in an automobile seems to be the con- 
viction of several expert machinists. 
Maj. J. O. Wright has recently con- 

trived'a water automobile. The machine 
not a beauty, but it glides over the water at 
about five miles an hour. It will go equally 
well on the land. 

It consists of a framework of light steel 
and oak, twenty-five feet long and eight feet 
wide and is mounted on three wheels, the two 
in front being of iron and wide rimmed. Sur- 
rounding the framework and only a few inches 
above the gtound is a large air filled steel 
cylinder which keeps the machine afloat while 


on the water. 

In the “tow” of the craft ts a gasoline 
engine which transmits power to the front 
wheels when the machine is crossing land, + 
to an ordinaty screw propeller, such as are 
used on motor boats, for propulsion on water. 

This propeller is under the machine and well 
out of way when it is traveling ae a land 
automobile, On the framework of the machine 
is a platform which will hold a score of men. 
Two men are teeded to operate the machine. 

This combination moter and boat has been 
used succesafilly in running the survey lines 
through the yast swamps of the ee in 
Florida. 


Use a Billion Matches a Day. 


N the United States alone some billice 
matches a day are burned, in spite of all 
the electricity in use and in addition to 
all the gas and cigar lighters. ’ 
These matches burned in a day amount 
ae weet te aeons of the Gost, haber and 


trees have to be cut to produce this huge 
pile. If only twenty-four hours’ consump- 
tion could be placed end to end they would 
extend about 30,000 miles, more than the 
distance around the world: . 

Many of ‘our matches are imported from 
Sweden and Norway and even Austria. Most 
of them are “safety” matches. P 
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ILL electricity be the food of the 
\W future? Already it hag been proven 
that it can act as a substitute for 
food to a certain ¢€xtent. Prof, 
Bergonié, French scientist, established this 
rather sensational but no less authentic fact 
by experiments at hie laboratory at Bor- 
deaux university. 
For a long time scientists have been look- 
ing for a cure which will do away with some 


, of the maltiple ailments of the human body, 
and have been universally of the opinion that — 


if food could be in a mote condensed form it 
would be absorbed with less fatigue and die 
comfort. The principle of electricity acting 
as a food valde is that it adds to the heat 
energy of the stomach so that much less food 
has to be taken into the body. 

His method is called “ diathermy ” and he 
applies frequent current to the human body, 
so that, instead of beat having to be pro- 
duced from food matetials which fieed to be 
consumed and burned in the system and thus 
givé tise to mouth overwork of the organs, 
the artificial method produces that same heat 
at much less injérious cost to the general 
condition of health, 

These electric currents, he says, pass 
through the body without the least: feeling. 
The current is of two or three amperes 
strength and voltage of 1,000 to 2,500 volts 
an hour, and this amount of electricity equals 
one-third of the dafly food value which should 
be consumed by one person. 

He applied the first test to a man who was 
in bad physieal Gondition. The patient at the 
time was eating mach animal food, but was 


Se 


unable to work, was sensitive to heat and 
cold, and could not walk thirty feet withont 
aid. His height was 5 feet 10 and he weighed 
110 pounds, After a series of treatments | 
began to improve rapidly and in a short time 


» gained thirty pounds, was.able to walk for 


hours Without much Weariness, and had, in 
fact, regained all of his norma) vigor. 

Bergonié has aleo made many other similar 
tests, and finds that the results are univer 
sally good and that as soon as the amonnt of 
food taken into the system is reduced and the 
eurrent of electricity substituted the improve- 
ment is immediate. He tonsiders that the 
time will come when all ailments due to ‘*- 
efficient nutrition and, malnutrition will dis- 
appear under a series of @lectric treatments 
by high frequency currents. 

Another é@xamplé of the strange uses 
which expéefts ate putting electricity is the 
method of growing plants by indoor electrical 
apparatus.

New Kite and Camera Device 


Aid to Aerial 


NE of the most successful and practi- 

O cal of the recent inventions is the kite 

and camera devite recently perfected 

by M. Meifred-Devals, a Paris engi- 

neer, which has miade aerial photography 

practical and easy not only for military ob- 

servers but for others who may wish pictures 
of the district they are werking on. 

Work was done with this invention not 
long ago in the Tyrol by M. De Payer, who 
demonstrated its worth to the satisfaction of 
all onlooking critics. 

The kite is of an improved box pattera 
and has great ascensional force, while the 
surface can be adjusted to suit the wind. In 
flying it is attached by a cord to a portable 
windlass. When the kite reaches a height 
of 1,000 to 1,500 feet the cord becomes 
stretched and on it the camera is sent up. 
The framework of this camera holder is made 
of aluminium rods and carries two rollers for

running the kite cord. The camera is sus 
pended from the flier rod by a specia) joint 
which permits adjustment at any angle ne> 
essary to obtain the desired view. The en- 
tire device is under control from the ground 


by a light cord and can be stopped at any 


height and drawn down at will. | 

A small stop piece flying a pennant is fixed 
on the kite cord to prevent flier and kite from 
colliding. When flier and camera have 
reached the proper height a second lighter 
frame is sent up, strikes a lever on the flier, 
and releases the camera shuter. A retard- 
ing clockwork mechanism prevents the open- 
ing of the shutter until the jar of the contact 
has stibsided. A small parachute which is 
released at the same time indicates that the 
exposure has been made. Then the flier is 
pulled down and may be sent up again to 
take other pictures without disturbing the 
kite.

In 
the atreet bis semees are sharpened and he may be better 
Gtted to grapple for success later on in life. But ia the 


- etrest, too, bis moral Gber is contaminated and often de 


strcyed. 

Nowhere are children given as much freedom and at 20 
early an age as they are in the slums. 
This freedom is not given to the child 
with any sort of a motive, bat simply 
because the mother cannot take the 
time to look after him. And to leave 
him alone is the easiest way out— 

easiest at least for the time being. 
From the moment the child is able 
to toddle about he comes and goes as 
he pleases. The mother has no defi- 
mite hour when to put her children to 
bed. In feet, ia the tenément dis 
tricts children are hardly ever “ put 
to bed.” They go to bed themsélves 

when they have tired of the street. 
In the eummér the youngsters will

The Income More Needed Than the Care. 

“ Who ean afford to bother with them in the middle of 
the day?” said a woman of 40, the mother of six children, 
who peddles fish for a liviag. “If women here would do 
rothing.but tend te their children I am afraid they would 
make a bad job of it all aronnd. First the income of the 
family would be cut in half, and the want of shoes and 
clothing and sometimes even food which would result by 
such a cut in the income would rot be made up for by the 
better care the children would get. 

~ Of course accidents ‘will happen,” the woman said 
when reminded of the risks the child runs in the crowded 
streets. “But then the children soon adapt themselves 
and become experts at dddging wagons and autos aad 
avoiding dangers and accidents.

WE of the strangest tales of estrange- 


ment and reconciliation, of the persist- 


ency of human stubbornness ever told, 
comes from Wilkesbarre, Pa. 

It is the story of the house, divided against 
itself, that fell—literally fell—and effected the 
reunion of two brothers—twins—who for 
twenty-two years lived in the same: house, side 
by side, worked in the same mine, sat at the 
same table, each without speaking or recog- 
nizing the fact of the other's existence. 

Lake and Mathew Gregory were the twins, 
and the scene of th ir strange and pathetic life 
dram: was at the edge of Wilkesbarre, in the 
great colliery region from whence the great 
anthracite supply of America is derived by 
the armies of brave men delving deeper and 
deeper into the hills that line the Wyoming 
valley for its wealth of black diamonds. 

They are Scotch by birth, and came as lady 
less than 3 years old with their father. John 
Gregory, from the collieries near Glasgow, the 
father seeking better wages and more chances 
for his sohs in America. With Scotch thrift 
he saved even with the low wage of miners, 
and among the foreigners he rose to a posi- 
tion of boss in the mine, a kind of assistant 
superintendent. He carried 
when an accident left him a cripple he had bis 
little home on the hillside above the smoke and 
grime.of the washeries paid for, and the acci- 
dent insurance and the benefits from the union 
swelled his bank account. 

The boys were 17 when the father became 
a cripple. The mother was dead, and they 
were going into Wilkesbarre to learn other 
trades and complete their education when it 
happened. The father did not want them to

The house was of brick, a simple story and a 
half cottage, with a large living room, a dining 
room, and -kitchen downstairs and two bed- 
rooms upstairs, each with its little gabled 
window. The heat was furnished by stoves— 
one in the front room, one in the dining room, 
and the cooking was on a small stove situated 
in the center of the kitchen and with the stove 
pipe entering a chimney that ran directly up 
to the center of the roof: The stove in the 
dining room was on the north of the chimney, 
and that in the living room to-the south of 
the chimney that extended up the center of 
the house, as did the kitchen chimney. 
was no basement. 

After the death of their father Mathew and 
Lake continued to live in the cottage and work 
in the mines.

Stewart is. anxious that the Illinols college 
and university suffrage oratorical contest 
dbe broadly successful this year. and to that 
end she visited practically every co-educa- 
tional college in the state to create an inter- 
est in the contest, which takes place in April. 
_Five years ago,.when Mrs. Stewart per- 
suaded Mrs. Maud Wood Park to make a 
tour of the universities, many of the presi- 
dents of the institutions refused to allow her 
to speak to the students, giving as their rea- 
sor, the time worn argument that suffrage is 
@ political question. By contrast. the heads 
of colleges this year have seemed more then 
willing to have the matter presented to the 
students and have also made arrangements 
to have Mre. Stewart speak before the mem- 
bers of literary and women's clubs. Some 
of the men who would not listen to an argu- 
ment for woman's suffrage five years ago 
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were the ones who appeared the most eager 
this season.

In adcition to arousing an interest in the 
movement among the faculty and students of 
the colleges Mra Stewart effected a evffrage 
organization in three towns and visited the 
purchasing committee of the pudlic libraries 
where she found the literature inadequate 
for the use of the students. After telling 
them of the great number of recent works 
giving valuable information on the movement 
im the United States, as well as in other coun- 
tries, she invariably met with a promise to 
purchase at least @ part of the literature rec- 
ommended. 

In towns where no public library hee as yet 
been established Mrs. Stewart urged them to 
have traveling suffrage libraries, and [n more 
than one place her suggestion ls to be put into 
effect. 

Mrs. Stewart's day in Jackeonville was 
strenuous, even when considered from an 
enthusiastic suffragist's viewpoint. She 
epoke to the students of Illinois college at 
chapel, 10 o'clock in the morning: at 1:30 met 
the students interested in the oratorical con- 
test, unging them to study the question, ap- 
pealing to the students interested in different 
branches in turn, and revealing the connec- 
tion of the woman's movement with modern 
diterature, contemporary history, and eco- 
nomics and its prominent relation to modern 
social life and the state.
